About the only conclusion 
that can be reached from the 
10-year national school bus- 
ing experiment is that three 
quarters of the people in the 
U.S. oppose forced busing in 
both the Black and White com- 
munities.

Verse 28 
reads like this, ‘‘Then Agrippa 
said unto Paul, ‘Almost thou 
persuadest me to be a Chris- 
tian.’’’ It has been suggest-

Paul with these words. Thif 
may be true, or it may be 
Agrippa was really convicted 
by Paul’s testimony. Regard- 
less of the meaning, it is 
evident Agrippa did not be- 
come a Christian. He thought 
more of his position and pow- 
er as king than God. 

Now let us change our 
thoughts to the real God. He 
is the God of creation, the God 
who has all power, the God 
that sent His only begotten 
Son into this world to seek 
and to save the lost. John 
3: 6 says ‘‘For God so loved 
the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in Him should 
not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.’’

“ONE NIGHT IN THE 
CEMETERY”’ 


Several years ago I lived 
in London, Kentucky, a small 
town located at the crossroads 
of Interstate 75 and Kentucky 
Highway 80. I have many 
friends in this town which is 
rich in local color. Near Lon- 
don is a place called Berns- 
tadt, which literally means a 
‘settlement of Berne.’’ The 
residents prefer to call the 
area ‘‘Swiss Colony’’ which 
better describes the settle- 
ment. I lived at Swiss Col- 
ony for over five years and 
will later tell you some stories 
about my experiences there. 

Not far away from London 
in the opposite direction from 
Swiss Colony is a little town 
of East Bernstadt which was 
settled by some of the same 
people who founded Swiss 
Colony. 

The area around Swiss 
Colony and East Bernstadt is 
receptive to revival meetings 
and many of them are con- 
ducted at different churches 
and locations each year. 

Two ministers, whom] will 
call James and Joe, spent one 
summer recently conducting 
tent revival meetings in 
Laurel County, where the two 
places I mention are located. 

The services met with 
reasonable success for sey- 
eral weeks, but during a cru- 
sade near Bond, Kentucky, the 
“bottom dropped out.’’ Nei- 
ther of the ministers could put 
his finger on the reason for 
the drop, but they agreed that 
something had to be done. 

At the conclusion of one of 
the services James suggested 
that he and Joe finda secluded 
place and pray. They finally 
decided to go to a_ nearby 
cemetery where they were 
sure no one would interrupt 
the prayer meeting. 

After a lengthy session of 
prayer, James’ knees grew 
tired. He shifted his position 
and quietly leaned upon a 
tombstone. Joe was. still in 
prayer and James didn’t dis- 
turb him. 

Joe’s prayers have a dis- 
tinctive quality which is cer- 
tain to arouse the heart of al- 
most anyone who hears them. 
Periodically, he cries, 
“Oh-h-h, Lord...... !” ina kind 
of unearthly moan. 

While Joe continued his 
prayerful meditation, punctu- 
ated occasionally with a moan- 
ing wail, a car drove into the 
cemetery and stopped near the 
ministers. A young couple 
had unknowingly joined a 
prayer meeting! 

The summer night was 
warm and muggy and windows 
of the couple’s automobile 
were rolled down. 

Suddenly, Joe’s quiet pray- 
er came to a rousing conclu- 
sion and he wailed, ‘‘Oh-h-h, 
Lord... .!’’ 

With one sweeping motion 
the young man started his car, 
put it in gear, and ‘‘floor- 
boarded”’ the automobile. He 
didn’t take time to see what 
made the sound or where it 
came from, but the screech- 
ing of tires rounding the two 
curves in the cemetery ended 
Joe’s prayer ahead oF sche- 
dule!
